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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/28/06 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claim 1 is currently pending. Claim 2 has been cancelled. The amended claim 1 
does overcome the previously stated 102 rejection. However, upon further 
consideration, claim 1 is rejected under the following new 103 rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mease et 
al (US 6218039) in view of Uchida et al (US 6316139). The Mease reference discloses 
a fuel cell comprising: a pair of separator plates "300" & "310" that are arranged in 
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parallel to each other in a state of having a gap between contact surfaces thereof 
opposing to each other; an gasket "302" arranged in a gasket groove "303" which is 
provided in separator plate "310" wherein a compressive force is applied to the fuel cell 
stack to compressedly deformed at a time of both separator plates being closely 
attached to each other with the contact surfaces for assembling of the fuel cell (See 
column 3, lines 13-38 and Figure 4). However, Mease et al does not expressly teach a 
gasket that is glued to each of both of separator plates by adding an adhesive between 
the gasket and each of both separator plates. The Uchida reference discloses a gasket 
"23" that is adhered to the separator plates via adhesive layers "22" that are added 
between the gasket and both separator plates (See Figure 1C). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify the Mease separator to include a gasket that is glued to each of both of 
separator plates by adding an adhesive between the gasket and each of both separator 
plates in order to prevent the gasket from shifting and mispositioning at the time of 
assembling which as a result speeds the assembling process. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 9/28/06, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 under 35 USC 102 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Mease et al and Uchida 
etal.
